In order not to unduly alarm his 
patient. Dr. Foureau has renamed it 
"Stovaine.” 

It Is injected into the spinal|fluid, 
and within five minutes produces 
complete anaesthesia iu the body 

below the point of injection. I>je pa¬ 
tient, however, does not lose con¬ 
sciousness. Its effects last for an 
hour and a half, and no unpleasant 
results have yet been observed, 
though it has been tried for some 
tiiuo in more than one Paris hospi¬ 
tal. 

English doctors are reluctant to ex¬ 
periment with it "Once you have 

injected your ‘Stovaine’ into tho 

spine,” said a prominent F.R . C.S., 
of London, "you have no more con¬ 
trol over it, but with gaseous ana¬ 
esthetics it is possible to stop the 
administration before the danger 
point is reached. As the quantity 
needed of any anaesthetic varies with 
the Individual patient, th* impor¬ 
tance of this control may bo easily 
realized. 

"In addition, there is always a 
danger of septic poisoning in hypo¬ 
dermic injections, and in this form 
of injection—into the spinal fluids— 
the consequences would be most 
disastrous.”

THE GREAT 8EA FIGHT. 

A despatch from Tokio says:—A 
Japanese officer who has returned to 
Sasebo, gives the following account 
of the sea fight off the T»u Islands: 

*'At 6 30 Saturday - morning s 
wireless message reading: 'The en¬ 
emy's squadron is in sight,’ reached 
the naval base. This message was 
transmitted to all our ships by the 
flagship, with instructions to get 
ready for action. Our squadron left 
their rendezvous and headed for the 
east channel of Tsushima. Our men 
seemed to 4 be filled with new inspira¬ 
tion, and were eager for 11* long de¬ 
layed fight to begin. 

“When Tsushima was sighted to 
the south-west, the sea was rough 
and the torpedo boats were forced to 
run for the shelter of the island. 

"Our third lighting squadron, with 
the Takashiho to port, reconnoitred 
the Russian course, and at 11.30 a. 
m. informed the main squadron by 
wireless telegraph that the Russian 
ships were passing into the east 
channel, whereupon our main squad¬ 
ron, changing its course somewhat 
to the southward, came in sight of 
Okinskima at 1 o'clock in the after¬ 
noon. The third division arrived 
later, and joined the main squadron. 
The first and second divisions, ac¬ 
companied by the des^oycr flotilla, 
changed to a westerly course, while 
the third division and the fourth 
destroyer floti.la headed slightly 
east w ard. 

"During the manoeuvres the Rus¬ 
sian flagship appeared to the south¬ 
ward at 1 45 o'clock. The Russians 
steamed up in double column. The 
fleet was numerous, but no living be¬ 
ing was visible. The Russian ships 
seemed to be in good order. Our 
ships hoisted the flag of action, the 
Mikasa signaling: ’The destiny of our 
empire depends upon this action. You 
are all expected to do vour utmost.’ 

"Our men seemed to silently weigh 
tho significance of this signal 

"Our first and second divisions 
turned to the Russians’ starboard, 
while the third division kept in close 
touch with the preceding two divi¬ 
sions With the Japanese ships pro¬ 
ceeding in this order, it was 2.13 
o'clock when the Russians opened 
fire The first two shots fell short of 
our line, and it was some minutes 
fa ter before we commenced firing. 
Then the battle was on. with firing 
from both sides Our destroyers kept 
on the port side of the main squad¬ 
ron, and in this formation we press¬ 
ed tho Russians against the coast 
of Kinushiu. and they were obliged 
to change their course to the east. 

RUSSIANS OUTMANOEUVRED 

"We so manoeuvred our ships as to 
have their bows paralleled to the 
north side of the Russian line. The 
Mikasa. of our first division, which 
had been leading, changed to the 
rear of the line, while the Kasuga 
headed the line. The engagement 
now became very fierce. The Boro- 
dino was seen to be on fire. A little 
later the Russians headed west, and 
we changed our course accordingly. 
Five of our second division concen¬ 
trated their lire on the Borodino. 
Our first division now began firing 
vigorously, proceeding parallel with 
the Russian line, and, as we began 
to press against the head of the Rus¬ 
sian line, our third divfstbn veered 
to the Russian rear, thiA enveloping 
their ships. A i 

"The engagement proc^ddH hotly. 
Our second division followdp a course 
parallel with the n^rther^ side of 
the Russians, and this ^rnjsvement 
completed the enveloping. The Rus¬ 
sians’ ships were seen tqying to 


DESTROYERS PRESSED IN. 

"The Russian ship continued to 
fight, and, seeing the approaching 
torpedo boats, directed its fire on 
them. Undaunted, our destroyers 
pressed forward, the Chitoee mean¬ 
time continuing its fire. The torpedo 
flotilla arrived within 200 metres of 
the Russian ship, and the ,Shiranus 
fired the first shot. Two other tor¬ 
pedo boats fired one each. The Shir- 
anus received two shells, but the 
other boats were not damaged. The 
Russian ship was completely sunk. 

"Sundown saw the battle raging 
furiously. Our shells were evidently 
telling on the Russians, who showed 
signs of confusion. Our fifth torpedo 
flotilla, after destroying the Boro¬ 
dino, followed in the wake of our 
second division, the signal reading:— 
’Something like the Russian submar¬ 
ines have been sighted. Attack 
them.' 

"The flotilla followed, and located 
the object, which proved to be a 
sinking ship, with its overturned bot¬ 
tom showing. Thirty survivors clung 
to the wreck crying for assistance. 
Firing ceased with the approach of 
darkness. 

"According to orders previously 
given for a torpedo attack after 
dark, all the destroyer flotillas, 
dividing into two squadrons, pro¬ 
ceeded to attack the Russians during 
the whole night. The Russians frus¬ 
trated the first and second attacks 
with searchlights A third attempt 
was carefully made and the Yugiri 
sank a ship of the Borodino type 
and also hit others. During the 
night the Russians continued to 
move and we preserved our envelop¬ 
ing movement some distance from 
the Russian position. The Russian 
ships headed north-east after day¬ 
break, hoping to reach Yladivostock. 
Our officers and men were determined 
that not a ship should escape, and 
resolved not to relax their efforts 
until they had succeeded in either 
Sinking or capturing every Russian 
ship. 

| "Our ships always kept ahead of 
the Russians. The battle was resum¬ 
ed at 9 o’clock Sunday morning 12 
miles east of Chiyupyon Bay. and 
! lasted all day. Here the Russians 
suffered their heaviest losses They 
seemed unprepared to repel night at¬ 
tacks. During our first night attack 
the Russians showed nine search¬ 
lights and frustrated the attacks, 
but clearly gave us the location of 
the fleet, which brought success 
later." 

7,000 WENT DOWN. 

A despatch from Tokio says: Rough 
estimates made of the Russian losses 
in the battle fought in the sea of 
Japan, exclusive of nearly 4,000 pris¬ 
oners, vary from seven to nine thou¬ 
sand It is feared that the majority 
perished. Calculating on the comple¬ 
ments of the sunken and captured 
ships at upwards of ten thousand, 
seven thousand men remain unac¬ 
counted for. It is possible that the 
ships which escaped rescued some of 
the mem ter s of the crews of the less 
fortunate ships. Many bodies have 
been washed ashore on the islands 
and on the shores of the neighboring 
coasts near the scene of the tattle.

A des patch from Tokio *ay»:—With

its of offensive operations against 
Russia’s maritime provinces.

Japan now has a free hind 
in Russia's maritime provinces, and 
her offensive capabilities are unlimit¬ 
ed. Nothing bars the way, except 
the Russian force at Vladivostock, 
whose speedy Isolation is possible. 
The Amur River is open to Japan, 
and Russia’s defensive capability is 
now entirely limited to the capacity 
of the Chinese-Siberian Railway. 

, LOOK FOR MORE SUCCESS. 

A despatch from Headquarters of 
General Kuroki’a Army, via Fusan, 
says: There is every reason to believe 
that the next campaign of this army 
will be even more successful than the 
past. The soldiers have the spirit 
and discipline of veterans, and no¬ 
thing is lacking in equipment and 
supplies. No engagements have oc¬ 
curred cast of the railroad for more 
than a fortnight, and the only shots 
fired are when the cavalry natrols of 
the two armies have brushes. 


TROOPS DISAFFECTED.

CANADA’S RAILWAY 
DEVELOPMEMT. 

The statistics of Canadian railway 
development, as compiled in last year's 
annual report, show the importance 
of the transportation problem in a 
country of such great distances. 
According to this report, we have 
18,988 miles of railway in operation 
and 19,078 miles of track laid. The 
mileage record by Provinces gives 
Ontario 7,142, Quebec 3,492, New 
Brunswick 1445, Nova Scotia 1050, 
Prince Edward Island 200. Northwest 
Territories aud Yukon 2,094, Manitoba 
2,225 and British Columbia 1,421 
In 1867, the year of confederation, tbe 
total mileage was only 2,087. Canada 
has 167 steam railways. Twenty-five 
of these hare been amalgamated and 
form the Grand Trank Railway 
System. The remaining 112 have 
been more or less consolidated. Three 
of these are bridge companies 
with 4 1-2 rffife's of rail and one is a 
tunnel company with 2 1-2 miles of 
rail. The mileage record is led by the 
Canadian Pacific, with 7,437 Taen 
follow the Grand Trunk, with 3,154- 
48 ; Intercolonial and Prince Edward 
Island 1,519.26 : other railways 6 959- 
89 ; bridge and tunnel 6,96. Of these 
roads, six, with an aggreate milage 
of 351.62. are narrow gauge, and one 
the Carillon & Grenville, thirteen miles 
long, is broad gauge, the measure¬ 
ment being five feet, six inches. This 
record strikingly shows the rapidity 
of our development, and It becomes 
even more significant when we refl-ct 
that it is but a begining, and will soon 
be augmented by anothed transcontin¬ 
ental system.

HOW BUYERS SECURE LOW 
PRICED CHEESE. 

Mondays Whig. 

The offerings at Thursday’s meeting 
of the Frontenec cheese board—over 
1,200 boxes —were the largest this 
season, but still away below the 
record of past years, when the weekly 
sales used to number between 3,000 
and 4,000. Strange as the statement 
may seem, more cheese is made in 
Kingston district now than ever 
before, while less is offered for sale on 
on the board. There are two reasons 
for this latter condition, one being the 
contracting system, and the other the 
persistent practice of salesmen refus¬ 
ing to board their holdings, prefering 
to do business on the curb. These 
questionable practices are helping in 
the lessening of influence of the Fron 
tenac cheese board. Salesmeu should 
recognize the fact that the more 
competition there is the better are 
prices, and therefore, should help 
create competition by boarding their 
cheese. ‘They ate not compelled” to 
sell on the board, but no doubt would 
be induoed to do 10 by offers at top 
marke' price. If there were 5,000 
boxes of cheese boarded in Kingston 
each week instead of 1,000 or there 
abouts as at present, double the 
number of buyers wauld be attracted 
here and thus rivalry would be stimu 
lated which would result in the very 
highest price being offered, the present 
standard being vastly outstriped. 

if patrons of cheese factories were 
alive to their interests they would 
insist upon cheese from three factories 
being boarded each week. Theu they 
would know what it was selling for 
and could “keep tab” on income. As 
St if now many factories do not board 
their make, and patrons are kept in 
the dark as to what the product of 
these factories brings The honest 
and honorable way of transacting 
business is free and above board in 
the open market., Buyers will. not

The train mileage made on 
Canadian roads in the year dealt with 
was 60,382,920. The earnings per 
mile for the same period were $5,059, 
and the expenses $3,554. The net in¬ 
come of Canadian railways for the 
year ending June 30, 1903, was $28,- 
583 004. In that year they carried 
22,149,142 passengers and 47,373,417 
tons of freight, including 1,926,070 
tons of flour, 5,761,792 tons of grain,

Carlrle’a opinion that historical por¬ 
trait galleries ought to exist in every 
country as among th© most popular 
and cherished national possessions 
found favor with Englishmen Just fifty 
years ago. During that period our 
National Portrait Gallery at St. Mar- 
tln's-ln-the-Fields has grown to be one 
of the sights of London It has many 
artistic treasures, but Interest concen¬ 
trates on the subjects, jSteneases of the 
makers of our history, foclal. political, 
and intellectual, write* W. E. C., in 
Lloyd’s Weekly. 

Students desirous of tfollowing the 
historic sequence /ot jthe examples 
should at once ascend io the highest 
gallery and inspect doajnwards to the 
others. In enumerating 1 the most Im¬ 
portant works a principle of selection 
will be the combination of historical 
Importance with artistic attraction. 
Occasionally the latter feature must 
be passed, as In the quj&nt. small, full 
length of Chaucer It is very old. most 
likely copied from a miniature, fhe or¬ 
iginal whence has come »o many other 
likenesses. The face of '"Richard II. ac¬ 
cords with his full len&th in West, 
minster Abbey; and the Richard III 
toying with his finger ring? has a note 
of veracity In it from th"? sinister ex¬ 
pression in the eyes, abty given. In 
these cases, as in others when the ar¬ 
tist’s name is uninentloned, it must be 
Interred that the painter is unfixed or 
unknown. 

In the topmost chamber the walls 
are rich with memorials of the Tudors 
and distinguished personages of the 
epoch. Henry VII., a bust portrait 
traced by a Flemish hand, somewhat 
small, full of fine color, is not to b* 
easily forgotten, for the astute, even 
wily, look in the eyes. The painting 
1 m line, look in the eyes. The painting 
Is fin**, particularly of the hand. "Bluff 
King Hal” appears thrice, each exam¬ 
ple indicating obdura’te nnd sensual 
character; all of the Tlojbcin school— 
literal and forcible. Three of the rul¬ 
er’s wives can be seen. Catherine of 
Aragon. Anne Boleyn. and Catherine 
Howard, the last portrait being finely 
preserved. Intellectual interest gath¬ 
ers around Wolsey. in scarlet robe, 
and Thomas More—about the cardinal 
if only for building Hampton Court 
nnd founding the magnificent Christ 
Church, Oxford; In tJve Chancellor as 
a martyr for religious principle and 
writing "Utopia.” Its aiuthor. with his 
pule, ascetic visage.

Queen Mary Tudor's 
face tan only excite sympathy from 
its pa lor and air of dejection, to which 
th** countenance of her sister, Eliza¬ 
beth. offers strong contrast in its bril¬ 
liant complexion and animated eyeu 
set off by the hair of rich uubum.

FISHING LINES. 

Th » Very FI Beat Are These Formed 
Front Sllknorm Oil, 

Silkworm gut forms the best line foi 
fishing purposes, partly on account of 
Its great tenacityimdeftlSrtly because it 
Is so tran*par»uffTi£very year a suf¬ 
ficient number of Spanish silkworm 
grubs are selected for this purposo Aft¬ 
er they have eaten enough mulberry 
leaves and before they begin to spic 
they are thrown Into vinegar for sev 
oral hours. Each Insect is killed, and 
the substance which the grub In the 
natural course would have spun Into a 
cocoon Is forcibly drawn from the dead 
worm into a much thicker and shorter 
silken thread. 

The threads are then placed In pure 
water for nbout four hours and after 
ward dipped for tcu minutes in a so 
lntlon of soft soap. The Hue oulet 
sklu is tints loosened so that the work- 
tnuu can remove it with his hands. 
The threads must Ik* dried in a shady 
place ami are often bleached with 
sulphur vapor until they acquire the 
bright appearance of spun glass.—Lon¬ 
don Telegraph. 


TWO CLASSES OF OAKS. 

Our Soluble For Ita Wood, llir Other 
For Ita Brill In im’? of < olorlnir. 

The great oak family might be divid¬ 
ed into two classes those that ripen 
their acorns In one season, such ns the 
white, post and mossy cup oaks, and 
those which require two full years, 
such ns tlic nil, scarlet and black oaks. 
To tbe first class belong the chestnut 
oak ami the live oak of the south. This 
latter tree for generations played an 
important part in shipbuilding, but lias 
n »w been sup««rscded by iron and steel. 
The leaf, which is an evergreen. Is en¬ 
tirely without Indentations und Is thick 
and leathery. Tile wood is very heavy 
and strong, has a beautiful grain and 
is susceptible of taking a high polish. 
At one time this wood was so valuable 
that our government paid $200,000 for 
large tracts of land In the south, that 
our navy might Ikj sure of u supply of 
live oak tlmlier.

larly afflicted. Sometimes hiccough¬ 
ing Is a purely nervous act, ono of 
tho manifestations of instability of 
the nervous system, and is associated 
with the laughing and crying of an 
hysterical attack. 

It is generally a very easy matter 
to stop the hiccoughs, if they do 
not cease spontaneously. As it is a 
reflex act, anything that makes a 
strong impression on the nervous 
system or distracts the mdnd tempor¬ 
arily will often put an end to the 
attack. Children recognize this when 
they shriek at a playmate and scare 
tho hiccoughs away; and adults show 
the value of concentrating the atten¬ 
tion on some other subject when they 
subdue the hiccough by seeing how 
near thoy con bring the tips of tho 
little fingers together without allow¬ 
ing them to touch'. 

In very sevoro cases these simple 
devices will not avail, and then if 
thero is some offending substance in 
the stomach it must be got rid of by 
an emetic. Drinking a class or two 
of hot water may act well if acid 
dyspepsia is at the bottom of tho 
trouble. A lump of ico t laced over 
the pit of tho stomach, or the alter¬ 
nate application of an ico bag and a 
hot-water bat; to the same place is 
an effective measure in many obstin¬ 
ate cases. Another useful expedient 
is to breathe deeply and very rapidly. 

In very intractable cases it mav bo 
necessary to put the sufferer under 
the influence of ether or chloroform, 
or to prescribe powerful opiates or 
other quieting remedies.

Figures in Britain Go Still Lower, 
But Returns Vary, 
j It is no new fact that the birth 
! rate in England and Wales is de¬ 
creasing, and the annual summary 
for 1904 from Somerset House shows 
i that tlie tendency downward is still 
I very marked. In that year 442,788 
births took place, which correspond 
to a rule o(L29.1 per 1,000 of the 
population. This is O.il below tho 
corresponding rate of 1903, and 0.9 
under that of the preceding year. In 
London the rate was only 27 9, be¬ 
ing 1 7 below the average rate in 
the preceding ten yot.TH, and the 
lowest on record. Among metropoli¬ 
tan boroughs the lowest birth rates 
per 1,000 of the population were 
1 4 8 in the city of Loudon; 10.4 in 
the city of Westminster; 16.0 in 
Hempstead, and 19.3 in Kensington; 
the highest rates were 82 1 in Shore¬ 
ditch, 23.3 in Fulham, 32.fi in Ber¬ 
mondsey. 32.7 in Popular, 34.9 In 
. llclhnul Green, 30.4 in Finsbury, and 
37 in Stepney.

A SIMPLE DISINFECTANT. 

It is a fact not generally taken in¬ 
to account because but imperfectly 
understood, that pure, fresh, cold 
vvuter is one of the most valuable 
disinfectants, inusmuch as it is u 
powerful absorbent. Every sick-room 
should have a large vessel of clear 
water, frequently renewed, placed 
near the bed, or even beneath it. 
This not only absorbs much of the 
hurtful vapor, but by its evapora¬ 
tion it softens and tempers the at¬ 
mosphere. doing away with the dry¬ 
ness which is so trying and depress*- 
ing to an invalid, or even to persons 
in health, for that matter. It has 
frequently been shown by actual ex¬ 
periment that troubled sleep and 
threatened iusotnnia are corrected by 
so simple a thing as* the placing of 
an open bowl of water near the suf¬ 
ferer’s bed. On tho same principle, 
water which has been standing in an 
open vessel In a sleeping-room or a 
sick-room should under no conditions 
be used for drinking nor Hhould any 
liquid intended ns a beverage bo al¬ 
lowed to thus stand open to contam¬ 
ination. 

HOT-WATER DRINKING. 

There aro four classes of persons 
who should not drink large quanti¬ 
ties of hot water: 1. People who 
have irritability of the heart. Hot 
1 water will cadsc pulpitation of the 
I heart in such cases. 2. Persons with 
'diluted stomachs. 3. Persons afllict- 
; cd with "*our stomach.” 4 Persons 
1 who have soreness of the stanuyh, or 
[pain induced by light pressure. These 
rule* are not for those who Jpkc hot 
water simply to relievo thirst, but as 
a means of washing out thg stomach, 
lint water Will relieve thirst better 
than cold water, and for that pur¬ 
pose is not to be condemned. Hut 
hot water Is an excitant, and, in 
cases In which irritation of the stom¬ 
ach exists, should bo avoided. 

SECRET OF YOUTHFULNESS. 

To preserve a youthful app«*arancc 
one should freely cat fruit and vege¬ 
tables, and but a moderate share of 
butcher’* meat should be included in 
the dietary. Moreover, one should al- 
wu.vs be bqsy, for nothing tends moro 
to prolong youth than congenial em¬ 
ployment und un enthusiastic inter¬ 
est in life.

FAIL TO BREAK THE BANK 

i THOSE WHO ATTACK THE 
MONTE CARLO GAME. 

Limit of Six# of Bets Prevsnts the 
Success of Systems 
Ds vised. 

The following Is from an evening 
paper: "S. Wall of London, who In¬ 
tends to break the bank at Monte 
Carlo with the aid of his calculating 
machine, continues to meet with suc¬ 
cess." And Pearson's Weekly conir 
meats: 

Truly, "hope springs sternal in the 
human breast!" How many inven¬ 
tors have gone to Monte Carlo with 
infallible systems It is hard to say, 
but probably they a re to be number¬ 
ed by millions and not one of them 
has returned the victor. 

Mr. Wall with his calculating ma¬ 
chine may "break, the bank," as the 
expression is commonly understood, 
but no one will ever "break the 
bank" at Monte Carlo in the true 
sense of the phrase 

At the famous gaming-rooms there 
arc not one, but many, tables at 
which players may stake 

Each tabic starts play for the day 
with a capital of 100,000 francs 
(£20,000) and when that sum Is ex¬ 
hausted the bank at that particular 
ta»de is broken and play is suspended 
until a fresh bank ol 100.000 francs 
is brought by the attendants—a mat¬ 
ter of a minute or two. 

But to break the bank in the true 
sense would be to exhaust the entire 
capital of the casino, and that will 
never happen, for three simple rea¬ 
sons. 

The first is that the bank lays un¬ 
fair odds to the player. This I will 
illust^tc as simply as possible. 

PERCENTAGE IN ROULETTE. 

At roulette, the most popular form 
of gAmbllng, there are 37 numbers— 
from one to 36 inclusive and naught 
or zero. It is plain that the fuir 
odds against a player correctly pick¬ 
ing one of these 37 numbers are 30 
to 1. But the bank lays only 30 to 
1. 

Hence the bank has always, rough¬ 
ly speaking a three per cent, advant¬ 
age over the player. To put it an¬ 
other way, if a player backs the same 
number 37 time# he ought, according 
to the fair odds, to come out exact¬ 
ly square, but at Monte Carlo he 
cannot do so—he must lose a point. 

This advantage of the bank applies 
to all the other chances, besides the 
numbers on which the player may 
stake. 

Take, for example, the so-called 
even chance of red or black. Of the 
37 numbers, eighteen are red, eigh¬ 
teen black, the 37th, zero, having 
nominally no color.

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NEW TYPE OF WARSHIP. 

I Britain to Build Most Powerful 
of Battleships. 

"Although there is no intention of 
reducing the shipbuilding program,'* 
said Mr. Arthur Lee, Civil Lord of 
the Admiralty, in speaking at Gos¬ 
port recently, "there is a temporary 
J lull caused by the fact that the war 
has taught us to ulter the design of 
oifr warships considerably.” 

The Admiralty, he continued, wero 
preparing to lay down at Ports¬ 
mouth tho most powerful battleship 
the world hud ever seen, and to build 
it in the shortest tirr,o ever known. 

This ship would be an outcome of 
the lessons learned from tho war, 
and it was in order that theso les¬ 
sons might be eousklored and their 
teaching embodied in the designs of 
our new warships, that the ad- 
mirulty hud mudo a lull in construc¬ 
tion. 

Tho discharges from tihe dockyard, 
which Mr. Leo regretted, was caused 
by the fact that 100 ships of no 
fighting value had been, struck off tho 
navy list. 'Hie war hr.d taught them 
thut it wus no good to keep repair¬ 
ing ships of no fightijig value. Tbo 
new policy of the Admiralty was that 
when a ship became obsolete not a 
single penny should bo spent upon it, 
but it should be s old for what it 
would fetch and tl tb money devoted 
to useful purpose*.

Diamonds arc used quite extensively 
as dl*»s for drawing wire of the itiunll- 
est s.zes—for instance*. the sizes less 
than, say, twenty-live one thousandths 
of nn inch diameter. 

The hnrd«*st steel dies are not suitable 
for this work for the reason that the 
wear upon them sv enlarges the die 
that the diameter of the wire is not uni¬ 
form within the required percentage of 
variation nt the beginning and end of 
a drawing. Sapphires are used some¬ 
times for this work, (’upper, silver and 
platinum ore the metals usually drawn 
to the rery small sizes. 

With diamond dies It Is practicable 
to draw platinum to a diameter of live 
ten-thousandths of nn Inch. An Idea 
of the fineness <r a copper wire drawn 
to only three one-thousandths of nn 
Inch in diameter may he gathered from 
the fnd that in one pound of the metal 
there are over six miles of such wire 

The weight of the diamonds used for 
this work is from four to five carats, 
and they are uncut except as to the die. 
The value of these dies, which, of 
course, nre not of the first water, va¬ 
ries from $15 to Slid a carat, and sev¬ 
eral hundred thousand dollars' worth 
of diamonds are mih/.ed as dies In the 
various wire fa< of this country
